Ye are getting in shape for the 
Toronto Campaign, the present plan being to divide up 
the Toronto graduates according to faculties and years 
and to subdivide into groups of about fifty persons, 
and for each group we will appoint a committee of four 
or five, thus leaving about ten persons to be inter-

viewed by each member of each little committee. 
We have, by the way, some 275 
localities in which there are four or more graduates. 


We have not yet been able to 
touch the lists of ex-students who did not graduate. 
The records and cards generally are in a much more 
hopeless condition then we expected, and it is interest- 
ing to realize that the two girls who were working on 
these cards would not have been able to keep up with the 
annual registration at their former rate of progress.

fhe importance of getting these records into satisfactory 
shape and of keeping them up to date will have to be 
prought before the proper authorities in @ sufficiently 
emphatic mamer to eause them to deal effectively with 
the situation. 


It seems to me that it is gsssen- 
tial, not only for the Alumi Association, but also for 
the University records, that this work should be properly 
carried on in future. 


The Executive Committees of the 

Finance Committee has placed itself rathe?® emphatically 
on record that they are concerned entirely and exelusive- 
ly with this Menorial Campaign, and that the introduction 
of the other work of the Alumni Association is likely te 
divide the interest of graduates and to affect the Cam- 
paign adversely. My personal view is, however, that 
where the other matters can be forwarded Without prejudice 
to the Memorial Campaign, we must use every effort to ad- 
ance them.

The report which the Executive of the Memorial Committee 
Will submit at the general meeting of the Alumni of the University of 
Toronto will be as follows: 


1. That the Physical Memorial to the soldiers who have fallen 
consist of a tower with archway and hall, connecting architecturally 
Hart House with the east wing of the main building, together with a chime 
of bells, if practicable. ‘he cost of this Physical Memorial shall be 
a first charge on the Memorial Fund. 


a That an annual Memorial Day be established, when, at a 
religious service the University should commemorate the War service of 
its sons and daughters and the ideal for which they fought and died, to 
the end that their courage, faith and constancy be an abiding inspira- 
tion. 


3. That in addition to the Physical Memorial a fund be raised 
for Scholarships which shall be either general or local, and all such 
Scholarships shall be available for those who were on active service and 
their dependents, and also for the dependents of those who have been 
killed or died in the service of their country and for such other simi- 
lar cases as a Committee hereinafter referred to may decide. 


(a) General Scholarships shall he provided out of the general Memorial 
Fund. 


(bo) Local and special Scholarships provided by any particular community 
or individual shall be devoted to such specific purposes as shall be 

set out by the donors but one third of the amount shall be available for 
the General Fund. 


(c) Such Scholarship funds shall be administered, expended, loaned, 
allocated or otherwise dispensed by a Committee of three consisting of 
the President of the University, the President of the Alumi Association 
and one other memher, to be elected annually by the Alumi Association. 


4. That a War Memorial annual lectureshin be established. 

5. That the sum of $225,000 be raised for the Physical Memorial 
and the sum of $275,009 he raised for Scholarshins and Lectureship, 
making in all an objective of half a million dollars. 


6. The Committee consider it essential that the campaign for 
the raising of the Memorial Fund be launched forthwith. 
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Moved by Mr A,MacMurehy, seconded by Mr Harry Sifton that 
the Committee adjourn to re-assembie at the call of the Chairman.

MINUTES OF SUB-COMMITTINE ON PHYSICAL WEMOXKIAL 


The Sub-Committee on Physical Memorial met in the Senate 
Chamber of the University at 8.15 PM. February 15th , Dr. Mac- 
Callum in the Chair. : 


Those present were:- sir Kobert Falconer, Hon. Mir. Jutice 
Masten, Professors Delury, Wright and Price, Dr. Vogt, Messrs. 
Massey, Mitchell and Mac.ueen, Misses Willson and Cartwright. 


Mr. C. Lesslie Wilson, Chairman of the sub-Committee on 
Finance, was present as a visitor. 


+ Minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved, 


The Chairman reported that he had conferred with the 
Committee of Professional Advisors and that they did not favor 
a tower connected with Convocation Hall and that the definite 
consideration of a tower architectura ly connected with Hart 
House had been held over, pending a consultation with Mr. 
Vincent Massey. 


At the request of the Chairman, Mr. Massey introduced 
the subject of a memorial wing to the Library. He favored such 
a building because it would provide a dignified and worthy 
memorial and a suitable shrine for war records and at the same 
time, enrich the intellectual life of the University. de 
Suggested a room about 100 feet long by 65 feet wide, one and 
a half stories high with timbered roof, deep alcoves and inset 
book shelves. This could probably be built for from $75,000 ,00 
to $100,000.00. 


Discussion on Mr. Massey's suggestion ensusd. 


The Chairman stated that Mr. Darling strongly objected 
to this plan on the grounds that it would interfere with the 
University's plan for library extension, 


Moved by Mr. Massey, seconded by Mr. Mitchell that the 
Chairman and Mr. Justice Masten be requested to interview the 
Chairman of the Board of Governors in order to find ot if a 
memorial library,as an addition to the Library building, could 
be constructed aw to harmonize with the projected extension to 
the existing building. Carried. 


The Chairman now asked iir. Massey if he had been able 
to consult with Mr. sproat on the subject of a tower connected 
with Hart House. 


Mr. Massey stated that he had discussed the matter with 
Mz. sproat and that Mr. Sproat had spoken favorably of a small 
building joined to the East wing of the Main Building, running 
north some 85 feet, with an archway and tower over the road, 
this to be connected with Hart House by a wall. 


In the discussion which followed,this statement, the 
Opinion was expressed by several that a connecting link between 
the East Wing of the Main Building and Hart House would be of 
great architectural benefit to both buildings. ‘The saggestion 
was left over for further consideration. 


Dr. Vogt on behalf of the special Committee on Bells 
asked how many bells were proposed. A discussion followed 
in which it was pointed out that at the present, an answer 
could not be given to this question. 


Moved by Prof. Price, secondéd by Dr. Vogt that the 
drawings and photographs which Mr. Mitchell had secured from 
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Profs. Stewart and Anderson be accepted, and that the thanks 
of the Sub-Committee be conveyed to these gentlemen. Cariied. 


My. Wilson on behalf of the Sub-Committee on Pinance 
asked the copoperation of thae present in preparing the way 
fox campaign organization. He stated that the Gampaign 
Organizer wanted the names of individuals in various local 
centres who would be interested in the movement and who would 
work for it. 


Moved by Mr. Mitchell, seconded by Mr. Massey that 
the meeting adjourn to convene at the call of the Ghair.

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REPORT OF PROGRESS OF THE ALUMNI MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


The Sub-Committees which were appointed by the Alumni 
Memorial Committee on January 15th, met immediately after their 
appointment and crganized. Dr. J. M. MacCallum was appointed 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Physical Memorial, Mr. J.R.L. 
Starr, Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Scholarships, and Mr.C.lesslle 
Wilson, Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Finance. 


Sub-Committee on Physical Memorial 


Advertisements were placed in some twenty-five news papers 
throughout Canada requesting Alumi to offer suggestions on the 
nature of the Physical Memorial to be erected. As a result of these 
advertisements many suggestions have been sent in, which in then- 
selves have been of great value to the Committee but at the same 
time have greatly increased tts work as so many different plans have 
consequently required consideration. 


A memorial avenue, an arch, a colum, a sculptured com 
position, a memorial wing to the Library, a small chapter house 
attached to the rotunda of the Main Building, a chapter house cor 
chapel standing independently, a free-standing tower with chimes and 
with rooms for the records, a tower with chimes attached architect— 
urally tc Convocation Hall (under the condition that the Hall be com 
pleted by the University), a tower attached architecturally to Hart 
House——these and other suggestions have been considered by the Sub- 
Committee. 


It was felt that the Memorial mst be such that the names 
of the 550 University men who laid dcwn their lives in the wer might 
be recorded in accessible and permanent form. The suggestions re- 
garding a memorial avenue, column, etc., were ruled out as not meet— 
ing this necessary condition. 


The suggestion of a free-standing tower with chimes was 
very carefully considered but an illustrated lecture on the subject 
convinced the Committee that a free-standing tower is seldom a thing 
of beauty and that such could not be harmonized with the existing 
University buildings. 


A chapter house of sufficient size to stand independently 
and to be in any sense imposing was found to be too costly; further- 
more a suitable site did not suggest itself. 


Against a memorial wing to the Library, the University 
architect raised the objection that such a structure would almost 
inevitably conflict with the University's proposed extensions to 
that building. 


At the present time, the Sub-Committee is considering 
the feasibility of erecting a small building with a tower and arch- 
way over the road, architecturally connected with the Kast Wing of 
the Main Building and with Hart House. The professicnal advisors 
whe have been called for ecnsultaticn are very much in favour cf 
this scheme, believing that the vista of the Main Buiiding ard Hart 
House weuld be greatly improved were they connected in some way 
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Sub Committee on Scholarships 


The members of this Sub-Committee have carefully con- 
sidered their subject and are agreed that the money collected for 
this purpose should be available in the first instance to re- 
turned men and the dependents of men who have been killed in the 
War. The Sub-Committee is of the opinion that approximately one 
half of the money should be held so as to be used up, principal and 
interest, in about fifteen years’ time, which will be the time of 
greatest need. 


It is thought that the majority of the scholarships should 
be held locally, i,e., that the money collected from a certain dis-— 
trict should go to students from that district, If the plea for the 
education in the University, of those who had suffered through the 
war, were quickened by local interest, an appeal might be mace to peo- 
ple not directly connected with the University. Money collected from 
the West might well go toward graduate fellowships rather than to 
undergraduate scholarships so as not to draw undergraduate students 
from the Western Universities. 


A lectureship which would bring to the University a 
prominent speaker at Commencement time has been proposed. 


The Sub-Committee is now engaged on working out the de- 
tails of the proposed recommendations. 


Sub-Committee on Finance 


The Sub-Committee on Finance, to which is entrusted the 
task of seouring the necessary funds, is making thorough prepera— 
tions for the campaign. J. J. Gibson, Esq., Menaging Director of 
the Chartered Trust & Executor Company has been appointed Honorary 
Treasurer. Mr. Gibson as Hcnorary Treasurer of ths Toronto Branch, 
Canadian Red Cross has had extensive experience in handling pudlic 
funds. An advance from the Bank of Commerce for $10,000. has been 
secured on the guarantee of a few interested Alumni. This sum is 
available for campaign expenses. 


The Alumni body -— some 40,000 graduates and ex-students — 
is a difficult one to organize for campaign purposes. In crder to 
accomplish this organization the Sub-Committce has secured the ser- 
vices of Mr. A.F.Barr as General Organizer. Mr. Barr is well known 
to the Alumni as a former football captain and coach. He has hed 
wide experience in organization work and is admirably fitted for the 
task he has undertaken. 


The establishment of an up-to-date list cf Alumni ad- 
dresses is one of the most important immediate tasks of the Sud- 
Committee. A start has been made on this work, offices have been 
secured in Hart House and a staff engaged, Lists are being sent out 
for correction to Alumi in various centres.

A number of letters with spggestions regarding the Memo- 
rial,from members of the General Come se who were unevoidably ab- 
sent from the meeting, were now read by Sir Robert Falconer and the 
secretary, 

Principal Hutton wrote advocating the erection of a 
Chapter H ouse. 

Professor Lefruy wrote in favour of a columm which woulc 
pe AS repince Of EOE AS Nels on oe Lav in Trafalgar Square, 

u 16S oF OtLtews wrote saying they he was 
strongly inet erour Ola Spiléing rather than a statue or colum. 
Something such as 2 "Common Room Librery" he thought, could be 
excellently designed for the purpose, 
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Dr S$. Silcox of Stratford wréte saying that he thought 
the first consideration should be to give help to returning under- 
graduates in order that they might be able to complete -their courses; 
but that there should also be a physical memorial which would be very 
beautiful. 


Col, ¥V.N,Penton of Belleville wrote arging that the Com- 
mittee set its mark high and make the Memorial one of cutstanding 
beauty and poetry. He advocated the advisability of holding re-union: 
in the Memorial buklding if a building should be decided upon. 


Dr A.B.Macailum of Ottawa stated that he was in favour 
of providing scholarships for needy and deserving students, and for 
the sons and daughters of men who have been killed in the war, 


Dr Thomas McCrae of Philadelphia wrote favouring a build- 
ing which would be both a Memorial and of ust. He expresged himself 
as not being in favour of scholarships on the ground that these did 
not aid education to any extent, 


Miss Ethel Flavelle of Lindsay wrote stating that she 
was strongly of the opinion that in addition to a physical memorial 
there should be scholarships or fellowships founded in some branch 
of Social Service.

Mr Moss said that he thought the Alumi Association had, 
in the present movement, en excellent opportunity of uniting its 
members, The Alumni cf the University are agreed that & wortay Memo-~ 
rial must be raised to the men who have fallen. He felt that the 
“spiritual” side of the effort should not be lost sight of, The men 
whose memory we desire to commemorate died in a spirit of self-sacfi-+ 
fice and service and if the Alumi of the University could be united 
in this same spirit, great services will be rendered to the country 
in these times when the stability of education is so greatly needed, 


The Chairman said that he was entirely in accord with the 
sentiment expressed by Mr Moss and on behalf of the Alumni Association 
stated that certain efforts were now being made which it is hoped 
will result in greater union among the Alumni, Apart from the Memo- 
rial movement the Association is endeavouring to render service to 
returned men in re-establishing themselves in civil 1ift. He also 
stated that it is expected that when the new Hart House is open that 
gymnasium priveleges and rooms will be available for the Alumni, 


Mr A. Le McCredie of St Mary's said that he hoped that 
the General Alumni Memorial Committee would keep closely in toueh 
with the out of tow people. In some way the spirit of enthusiasm 
which exists in Toronto should be spread throughout the country, 


President Falconer said that the organization of the 
Alumi Association myst not be lost sight of, He also urged the 
necessity of our Alumni being prepared to welcome back the men from 


the fron with something more than words,
